The regents conducted a strategic agenda 
aimed at academic excellence. i 

Someofthe universitics presented dataof 
student-faculty ratios in various colleges, 
butat least onc of theregents was displeased 
with the presentations, 

“Imustconfess to some frustration at this 
point, because my idea ofa strategic agenda 
was some open, high-level discussion that 
was going to move us forward,” said Regent 
Nancy O’Brien. “it’s kindof becoming clear 
that we are getting reports and not discus- 
sions.” 


She requested that the academic officers - 


discuss the issucs that promote higher edu- 
cational standards, such as the training and 
rewarding of teachers. 

Otto Bauer, UNO Vice Chancellor of 
Academic Affairs, said now: that the aca- 
demic officers know what is expected of 
them, another forum may be hetpful. 


“From my paint of view, we missed the 
target,” he said. “I think that it would be good 


‘ to conduct (the forum) again.” 


The regents unanimously authorized the 
UNO administration to execute’ a license 
agreement with Sky Harbor Air Service for 
flight taining services at UNO's hangar fa- 
cility at Eppley Airfield. 

Towards the end of the mecting, UNO 
Vice Chancellor of Educational and Student 
Services Richard Hoover discussed plans of 
bid-taking for the expansion of the Student 
Center. 

University of Nebraska at Kearney Stu- 
dent/President Regent Robert Caldwell asked 
UNO Student PresidentfRegent Chuck 
Vaigora about the UNO student opinion of 
the expansion, 

“ZT can’t speak for the student body as a 
whole,” Valgora said. “Butmy personalopin- 
ion is that there are a tot of things that the 
students would find more valuable than ex- 
panding the Student Center.” 

He said the construction of another park- 
ing structure and student dorms would be

“Many peopte think their bodies need the blood and can’t 
spare it. A healthy body will replace the blood in 24 to 48 
hours,” Clements said. 


By = a person must wait at least 56 days before: donating 
blood again, she said, The bady’s iron level usually returns to 
normal by then. 

Every month, a different UNO organization sponsors a 
blood drive on campus, she said, Sponsors are responsible for 


‘recruiting donors, advertising the event and moving equip- 


ment. 

Becauseofthescmester break, UNO’s next blood drive will 
be held in February, she said, 

“We try to make itas convenicntas possible for the donor,” 
she said. 

Clements said she wauld like to see more UNO students 
participate in the monthly blood drives.

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Members of the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center have determined that the ac- 
tivation of white blood cells when the body 
fights infection can trigger Uic spread of the 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome virus 
(AIDS). 

The research was conducted by associate 
professor Dr. Mario Stevenson and instructor 
Dr. Michael Bukrinsky, both members of the 
MedicalCenter’spathology/microbiclogyde- 
partment. The results were reported in the 
Oct, 18 edition of the journal Science. 

According to Stevenson, the white blood 
cellsinvolvedare lymphocytescalled T-cells, 
The majority of lymphocytes in healthy indi- 
viduals are inactive er non-dividing eclls, 

When the AIDS virus enters the body it 
takes up residence in the lymphocytes. ft is 
forced to sit dormant within the cell. The 
AIDS virus will not grow or spread until the 
lymphocytes become active and start to di- 
vide and multiply. 

The lymphocytes become active to attack 
acold, the fluoran infection, The AIDS virus 
is released when the lymphocytes divide and 
multiply. It then kills lymphocytes and goes 
on to infect more cells and complete its life 
cycle. 

Opportunistic infections arc able to stimu- 
late growthofnon-dividing T-cells, Stevenson 
said, When this occurs, the lymphocytes arc 
pushed into action and release the dormant 
AIDS virus. 

“We have funding to research the mecha- 
nisms of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency 


Virus),” hesaid. “Ourdiscovery resulted from 
previous work.” 

AlthoughStcvensonhasbeenstudying HIV 
since 1985, therceentdiscovery wasrescarched 
for one year. 

“We now understand onc of the key mo- 
lecular mechanisms by which opportunistic 
infections can activate the AIDS virus and 
accelerate discase progression,” Stevenson 
said. 


Thenextareaofrescarch willbe tokeepthe. 


immune system free of opportunistic infec- 
tions that tigger T-cell division, he said, “By 
doing so, we can keep the AIDS virus locked 
in the lymphocytes in a dormant state,” he 
added, 

Anything that activates white blood cells 
with the dormant AIDS virus, such as the 
common cold, flus and infections, can spread 
the virus. “This is so difficult to contral, be- 
cause it’s a normal part of life,” Stevenson 
said, 

The next step is to identify what the cell 
activation process provides that is crucial to 
the completion of the viral life cycle, he said. 

“Once we better understand which factors 
arc required for activation of the virus from the 
dormant state, we can begin to devise inter- 
vention strategies targeted to this critical step 
in virus replication,” Stevenson said. 

“lt may be difficult for people who have 
AIDS to understand the work we do, because 
it seems to be experimental,” he said. “But to 
find a cure, we must use an intervention strat-

interviews and analyses that are clear and 
concise. PBS also has “Washington Weck 
In Review” on Friday evenings.

Thic UNO Mavericks’ football team, picked to finish fast in 
the North Central Conference (NCC) in prescason polls, com- 
pleted theirdramaticturnaround from fastseason witha 15-8 win 
over the South Dakota Coyotes last Saturday nightatthe Dakota 
Dome in Vermillion, S.D. 

The Mavericks ended the season with a6-4 recordoverall, to 
complete their fifth winning season in the fast six ycars, The 
Mavs finished the weather-shartened NCC scason with four 
wins, good enough to finish in a three-way tic for fifth place. 

“This wasa game that I felt, unless we made some mistakes, 
they wouldn't score,” said Mav Head Coach Tom Mueller. 
“Offensively, wemovedthe ball well, but we stopped ourselves 
several times,” 

“We increased our intensity on ‘both sides of the ball in the 
second hatf,and that proved to be the difference in the game,” he 
said, 

The Mavs took their opening possession of the game and 
drove to the Coyote 4-yard line, but a 21-yard field goal attempt 
by place-kicker Brian Ruch sailed wide left. 

UNO’s heralded defense, which refused to surrender first 
quarter points to seven of its first nine opponents, gave up a 
touchdown on South Dakota’s first possession of the game. The 


Coyotestook the ball andcovercd 80 yards in 10plays. Running — 


back Tom Menage scored on a 12-yard sweep, and kicker Matt 
Brentlinger hit the extra-point to give South Dakota a 7-0 Icad 
midway through the first quarter. 

The Mavericks retumed the favor on their next possession, 
marching 79 yards in 12 plays. The drive almost stalled deep in 
South Dakota State territory, but a fourth-and-10 pass interfer- 
eneecallon the Coyoteskeptthe Mavs’ scoring hopesalive. Mav 
quarterback Paul Cech finished the drive with a 7-yard touch- 
dawn pass to wide receiver Andy Bruckner. Ruch nailed the 
extra-point, tying the score at 7-7 late in the first period. 

Neitherteam managed to score inthe sccond quarter, butboth 
teams threatened. 

UNOdrovetothic Coyote 17-yard tine carly in the period, but 
South Dakota linebacker Reb Hennessey picked offaCech pass 
to stop the drive. 

South Dakota drove deep into Maverick territory twice, but 
the Coyotes failedtoconvertena fourth-and-oneatthe Maverick 
19-yard line, and Mav linebacker Craig Secora blocked a 49- 
yard South Dakota field goal attempt on the last play of the first 
half. 

“We made mistakes on both sides of the ball, so actually we 


werelucky thatthe score was still 7-7 at halftime,” Muclier said, 

“We told the players to keep doing the same things they were 
doing inthe firsthalfand justcurdownon the mistakes,and we'd 
win the game,” he said.

Arccent study by the University of NO parking {nstitute on 
Touching has determined that students at U-NO touch them- 
selvesalot—cspecially those that workatthestudentnewspaper 
the Greatway. 

While the researchers could not determine the cxact reason 
for students at U-NO touching themselves more often than 
students at other universitics, they were able to determine why 
this was tue for the Greatway staff.

Although the high incidence of touching can be detrimental 
in work situations, Bracon said as long as students only touch
